Ihe  DSU  diamond 
Statesmen  came 
up  one  game  shy 
of  the  NCAA  Division  II  na- 
tional championship  game,  fall- 
ing to  the  St.  Mary's  Rattlers  1 7- 
4  in  a  semifinal  contest  in  Mont- 
gomery, Ala. 

Fernando  Tadefa  pitched 
a  complete  game  with  1 1 
strikeouts  to  lead  St.  Mary's 
against  Delta  State.  The  Rattlers 
went  on  to  defeat  Central  Mis- 
souri State  in  the  championship 
game  to  win  their  first-ever  na- 
tional title. 

"It  is  certainly  not  the  way 
you  want  to  end  your  season," 
said  DSU  coach  Mike  Kinnison. 
"Tadefa  was  very  hard  to  gener- 
ate any  kind  of  offense  off  of " 
Delta  State  closed  out  its 
first  50-win  season  under 
Kinnison,  posting  a  50-11 
record.

Statesmen 
opened  the 
NCAA  tour- 
ney with  a  9- 
7  loss  to 
North  Florida

ing five  runs

Delta  State  students  traveled  to  the  state  Capitol  on 
Feb.  22  and  mingled  with  legislators  during  the 
university's  annual  Brown  Bag  Luncheon,  spon- 
sored by  the  Student  Government  Association. 

"The  Brown  Bag  Luncheon  provides  DSU  students  the  op- 
portunity to  sit  down  with  the  state's  legislature  and  discuss  issues 
that  concern  college  students,"  said  SGA  President  Jason  Umfress, 
a  senior  from  Amory. 

Delta  State  is  the  only  university  which  attends  the  luncheon. 

"We  started  doing  the  luncheon  close  to  10  years  ago,"  said 
Leroy  Morganti,  DSU's  vice  president  for  executive  affairs.  "The 
staff  council  started  it  to  show  the  legislature  products  of  the  uni- 
versity. The  SGA  later  took  it  on. 

"Last  time  we  were  at  a  session,  the  legislators  were  asking 
me  when  the  Brown  Bag  Luncheon  was.  It  is  one  of  the  most  popu- 
lar events  for  the  legislators  because  they  get  an  opportunity  to  sit 
and  talk  with  students  instead  of  administrators,"  added  Morganti, 
who  is  involved  in  governmental  relations  between  DSU  and  the 
state.

Sunny  skies  was  the 
weather  prediction 
for  the  entire 
nation  on  the  morning  of  Sept. 
1 1 ,  200 1 .  All  across  the  nation, 
people  were  getting  ready  for 
work,  children  were  getting 
ready  for  school,  and  the  Delta 
State  campus  was  already 
humming  with  students  arriving 
for  their  8  a.m.  classes. 

No  one  could  have  ever 
imagined  that  this  day,  which 
seemed  like  any  other,  would  be 
the  day  that  would  change 


It  was  then  that  the  realiza- 
tion was  made:  this  is  no  accident. 
America  was  under  attack. 

Holly  Campbell,  a  junior 
elementary  education  major  from 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  will  always 
remember  how  she  first  heard  of 
the  news. 

"I  was  leaving  my  9:25 
history  class,"  she  recalls.  "I  kept 
hearing  bits  and  pieces  of 
conversations.  'The  Pentagon  was 
hit.'  'The  second  plane  went 
straight  through  the  top  of  the 
tower  and  it  collapsed.' 


"This  is  a  day  when  all  Americans  from 
every  walk  of  life  unite  in  our  resolve  for 
justice  and  peace.  America  has  stood 
down  enemies  before,  and  we  will  do  so 
this  time.  None  of  us  will  ever  forget  this 
day.  Yet,  we  go  forward  to  defend  freedom 
and  all  that  is  good  and  just  in  our  world." 
President  George  W.  Bush 


American  lives  forever. 

No  one  knew  that 
American  Airlines  Flight  1 1  was 
mysteriously  veering  off  of  its 
course  to  Los  Angeles  and 
heading  straight  towards  New 
York  City. 

At  7:45  CST,  Flight  11 
reached  its  unknown  destina- 
tion, screaming  through  the  air 
over  lower  Manhattan  and  fi- 
nally plowing  into  the  side  of 
World  Trade  Center  Tower  One, 
resulting  in  a  high  rise  inferno. 

Television  programs  all 
over  the  country  were  inter- 
rupted to  report  the  tragedy  of 
such  a  horrific  accident.  The 
scenes  showed  bright  orange 
flames  bleeding  from  a  gaping 
hole  in  the  side  of  the  tower, 
when  out  of  nowhere  another 
jet  sliced  across  the  sky  and 
slammed  into  the  side  of  Tower 
Two  as  America  watched  in  hor- 


"I  was  so  confused  about  the 
havoc  that  was  spreading  through 
the  campus.  When  I  got  to  my 
room,  my  roommate  and  suitemate 
were  watching  the  news.  Attack  on 
America  was  the  headline  across 
the  screen.  I  watched  the  twin 
towers  collapse.  I  immediately 
prayed,  dear  God,  please  be  with 
the  families  of  these  thousands 
that  have  lost  loved  ones." 

As  news  of  the  events  began 
to  circulate  around  campus,  several 
instructors  let  their  classes  go 
early.  Many  students  scrambled  for 
the  nearest  television  and  the  H.L. 
Nowell  Union  began  to  fill  up  as 
people  gathered  around  the  big 
screen  television  on  the  first  floor. 

Immediately,  the  attacks  were 
dubbed  as  an  act  of  terrorism. 
However,  the  devastation  was  not 
over  yet.  Nearly  an  hour  after  the 
first  attack,  reports  began  to  come 
in  that  the  Pentagon,  the  central

hub  for  national  security,  had  also 
been  attacked  by  an  airplane  flying 
into  one  of  the  structure's  five  sides 
and  knocking  out  a  six-story 
chunk.  As  flames  consumed  the 
Pentagon,  Tower  One  began  to 
cave  in  and  fell  to  the  ground  at 
10:05  a.m.,  followed  23  minutes  later 
by  Tower  Two. 

Shortly  after  the  attack  on 
World  Trade  Tower  Two,  word 
began  to  spread  that  the  attacks 
were  apparently  terrorist  related 
and  fingers  pointed  to  Osama  bin 
Laden,  leader  of  the  terrorist  group 
Al-Qaeda  based  out  of 
Afghanistan  and  one  of  the  FBI's 
most  wanted  fiigitives. 

Bin  Laden  is  also  believed  to 
be  involved  in  U.S.  Embassy 
bombings  in  Kenya  and  Tanzania, 
killing  over  200  people  and  the 
attack  of  Navy  Destroyer  USS  Cole 
in  October  2000  in  Yemen  which 
killed  1 7  of  its  crew  members. 

The  attack  on  the  World 
Trade  Center  in  New  York  City  and 
the  Pentagon  in  Washington  is 
being  hailed  as  the  largest  terrorist 
attack  ever  to  occur  on  United 
States  soil.  It  has  been  compared 
to  the  surprise  attack  on  Pearl 
Harbor  in  1941,  when  some  2,400 
military  personnel  were  killed.

■  elta  State  University 
athletics  is  fast  be- 
coming a  national 
power  in  the  Gulf  South  Confer- 
ence and  NCAA  athletics.  With 
approximately  270  athletes  partici- 
pating in  1 1  intercollegiate  sports, 
the  university  has  won  37  confer- 
ence championships  and  seven 
national  titles.  In  its  second  sea- 
son under  coach  Steve  Campbell, 
the  football  team  won  the  NCAA 
Division  II  national  championship 
in  2000  and  the  GSC  championship 
in  1998  and  2000.  The  women's 
basketball  team  has  six  national, 
1 2  regional  and  1 3  GSC  titles  to  its 
credit.  DSU  won  the  1975, 1976and 
1977  AIAW  national  champion- 
ships under  legendary  coach  Mar- 
garet Wade  and  the  1 989, 1 990  and 
1 992  NCAA  Division  II  titles  un- 
der current  coach  Lloyd  Clark.  The 
baseball  team  follows  close  behind 
the  Lady  Statesmen  with  nine  GSC 
and  seven  regional  champion- 
ships. Steve  Rives'  men's  basket- 
ball teams  have  won  four  GSC  titles 
and  have  made  eight  NCAA  tour- 
nament appearances.  Ronnie 
Mayers'  men's  and  women's  swim- 
ming and  diving  teams  have  seven 
New  South  Intercollegiate  Confer- 
ence titles.  The  women  won  four 
titles  in  1993, 1997, 1999  and  2001, 
while  the  men  have  to  their  credit

Valdosta  State  won  the  Gulf 
South  Conference  title  with  a  per- 
fect 9-0  league  record.

SGA  Senate  proposes  extended  visitation  hours 


Delta  State  student 
body  leadersjoined 
Student  Govern- 
ment Associatiation  representa- 
tives from  Mississippi  State,  ini- 
tiators of  Impact  Mississippi,  in 
an  effort  to  increase  the  number 
of  registered  voters  between  the 
ages  of  18-25. 

Impact  Mississippi,  the 
statewide  voter  registration  cam- 
paign, was  held  on  the  DSU  cam- 
pus on  Oct.  23-24.  The  SGA  set 
up  booths  at  six  different  loca- 
tions to  register  students  to  vote. 

The  effort  resulted  in  the 
registration  of  147  new  voters  on 
the  Delta  State  campus. 

"This  campaign  was  very 
importamt,"  said  Justin  Ferguson, 
SGA  governmental  affairs  chair- 
man, who  spearheaded  the  event. 
"We  were  pleased  with  the  turn- 
out. 

The  highlight  of  the  cam- 
paign was  a  visit  from  Mississippi 
Secretary  of  State  Eric  Clark,  who 


addressed  students  in  the  Union 
on  Oct.  24. 

"I  think  Clark's  visit  to  Delta 
State  shows  his  concern  for  stu- 
dent voting,"  said  Daniel  Cooper, 
a  senior  history  major.  "It  is  an 
honor  for  DSU  to  host  such  an 
important  state  official  during  the 
campaign." 

Ferguson  said  that  many 
students  do  not  believe  their  vote 
counts,  but  this  is  a  false  percep- 
tion. The  more  college-age  voters 
who  participate  in  an  election,  the 
more  probable  it  will  be  for  legisla- 
tors to  listen  to  students'  con- 
cerns, especially  in  the  area  of 
higher  education. 

"I  believe  voting  is  impor- 
tant because  the  people  placed  in 
powerful  positions  will  make  deci- 
sions that  directly  affect  us,"  said 
Mary  Gaston,  a  senior  art  educa- 
tion major. 

A  large  percentage  of  vot- 
ers ages  1 8-25  will  hold  legislators 
accountable  for  their  work  and  the

students'  needs. 

"After  all,  legislators  listen 
to  those  who  contrl  their  destiny 
at  election  time,"  said  SGA  Presi- 
dent Josh  Manley,  a  senior  politi- 
cal science  major. 

In  his  address  to  Delta  State 
students,  Clark  said  that  an  in- 
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creasing  number  of  Americans  ai 
neglecting  one  of  their  most  in 
portant  duties  as  citizens. 

"In  my  opinion,  if  we  are  to 
lazy  to  vote  on  election  day,  w 
are  not  worthy  of  the  sacrificie 
that  have  been  made  for  our  free 
dom,"  he  said. 

Clark  said  that  prior  to  th 
current  conflict  in  Afghanistar 
there  have  been  10  wars  fougl 
by  Americans  to  protect  freedom 
that  many  people  take  for  grante 
today. 

"God  let  us  be  bom  here,  bi 
we  didn't  get  our  blessings  b; 
accident,"  he  said.  "It  didn't  jus 
fall  out  of  the  sky." 

Clark  said  that  U.S.  citizen 
feel  good  about  themselves  if  5' 
percent  of  the  population  votes 
In  Israel's  last  election  90  percer 
of  the  population  voted. 

"That  is  a  terrible  commen 
tary  on  our  country.  Our  \otini 
numbers  are  pathetic  when  com 
pared  to  other  developed  coun 
tries,"  he  added.

SGA  Senate  proposes  extended  visitation  hours

During  the  fall  se 
mester,  the  SGA 
Senate  proposed  a 
bill  to  extend  visitiation  hours  at 
men's  and  women's  dormitories, 
which  will  hopefiilly  give  students 
more  time  to  study  and  socialize 
with  their  peers. 

The  proposed  hours  are  3 
p.m.  to  1  a.m.  on  Sunday  through 
Thursday  and  3p.m.  to  2  a.m.  on 
Friday  and  Saturday. 

There  wasn't  much  debate 
about  the  issue  in  the  Senate,  SGA 
President  Josh  Manley,  among 
others,  fully  supported  the 
proprosal.  He  thought  more  visi- 
tation hours  would  allow  students 
to  have  more  ft'eedom  in  choosing 
how  to  spend  their  leisure  time. 

"The  new  visitation  hours 


will  also  attract  more  students  to 
residence  halls,"  Manley  said. 

It  will  also  create  more  work 
study  jobs. 

■'There  will  be  a  need  for 
more  desk  assistance  in  order  to 
carry  out  such  an  act,"  he  added. 

In  order  to  pass  such  a  pro- 
posal, it  would  have  to  have  fi- 
nancial support  from  the  Housing 
Department  to  pay  the  new  desk 
assistance. 

Come  Gilmore,  a  desk  assis- 
tant for  Fugler-Hammett  agreed 
with  Manley. 

"Hxtended  visitation  hours 
are  great.  There  are  a  lot  of  stu- 
dents around  campus  looking  for 
Jobs,  but  can't  find  one  because 
jobs  are  limited.  Extended  hours 
w  ould  help  some  of  these  students 
out,"  Gilmore  said. 


Aiesha  Redmond,  an  el- 
ementary education  major  from 
Greenville,  believes  that  extended 
hours  would  eventually  eliminate 
illegal  visitation  after  hours. 

"If  students  are  allowed 
more  hours  to  socialize,  they  won't 
have  to  take  part  in  these  illegal 
activities.  In  my  opinion,  visitation 
should  be  24  hours,"  Redmond 
said. 

"We  are  considered  adults," 
Christopher  Smith,  a  pyschology 
major  froin  Grenada  said.  "We 
should  then  be  treated  like  one.  I 
feel  we  should  be  allowed  24  hour 
visitation." 

Manley  said  that  the  state 
college  board  will  not  allow  24 
hour  visitation  on  Delta  State  cam- 
pus for  security  reasons.

a  waste  of  time. 

"Three  more  hours  of  vi; 
tation  are  unnecessary  and  will  c 
velop  tension  among  roommate; 
said  Kimberly  Campbell,  a  biolo. 
major  from  Greenville. 

Campbell  believes  that  m 
hours  will  allow  more  socializatic 
ending  study  time. 

SGA  student  memb 
Branda  Stipplin  said  that  one 
the  purposes  of  the  new  propos 
is  to  allow  more  students  more  tir 
to  study,  especially  during  de: 
week  when  the  library  closes.

"The  first  took  the  matter  before  the  elec-

yer  said.  "Their  appeal  was  denied,  and  then 
ey  took  it  before  the  student  court." 

The  girls  based  their  appeals  on  a  sec- 
yc\  of  the  election  code  setting  a  deadline  for 
jmecoming  petitions  that  they  argued  was 
iclear.  The  defendants  said  they  should  be 
lowed  to  participate  in  the  election  because 
f  that  discrepancy.

In  a  unanimous  decision,  the  court  ruled 
that  the  election  codes  clearly  spelled  out 
when  petitions  should  be  turned  in,  and  that 
no  exceptions  could  be  made  to  the  rule.  The 
seven  girls  were  not  allowed  to  be  included 
on  the  ballot  for  homecoming  elections. 

"We  ruled  in  favor  of  the  election 
codes,"  said  SGA  Chief  Justice  Stephen  Tay- 
lor. "The  girls  have  the  right  to  appeal  beyond 
election  codes  to  the  president  of  the  SGA. 
Most  of  the  girls  felt  that  they  would  not  have 
time  to  campaign  and  so  they  didn't  take  it 


any  farther.  The  whole  thing  was  handled  with 
dignity." 

As  a  result  of  the  case.  Dyer  has  altered 
future  petitions  to  make  them  easier  for  potential 
candidates  to  understand. 

"Last  time,  the  petitions  were  thorough," 
SGA  President  Josh  Manley  said.  "This  time  the 
petitions  are  more  thorough  to  avoid  confiision." 

Manley  said  that  the  real  lesson  to  be 
learned  is  that  the  election  codes  are  set  in  stone. 

"A  deadline  is  a  deadline,  and  we  must  ad- 
here to  it  so  the  election  is  conducted  fairly  for 
everyone  involved,"  he  said. 

Manley  later  reiterated  this  point  before  the 
executive  cabinet  in  its  regular  meeting  the  fol- 
lowing Monday,  commending  Dyer  and  Taylor  for 
their  swift  and  fair  handling  of  the  incident. 

"We  handled  this  by  the  rules  and  the 
laws,"  Manley  said.  "I  am  very  proud  of  the  way 
the  student  government  handled  what  happened." 

Dyer  added  that  Taylor  "selected  a  very  in- 
sightful court.  They  asked  a  lot  of  questions."
